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COMMENTS 



The Fiscal Year of the State of Florida, established by Sec. 215.01, Florida Statutes, begins on the 
first day of July and ends on the thirtieth day of June of each year. 

The financial accounts of the State of Florida, covering all receipts and disbursements, are maintained 
through the use of five funds in accordance with Section 215.30, namely: (1) General Revenue, (2) State 
Agencies, (3) General Inspection, (4) State Road, and (5) Trust. Separate accounts have been established 
under the appropriate fund for the operation of all State departments, boards, agencies, or institutions. 

As outlined in Sec. 215.32, Florida Statutes, the source of revenue for each of the five funds is as follows: 

GENERAL REVENUE— All moneys available for the general operation of the State government 
collected from taxes, licenses, fees, charges, sales, transfers from special funds, and moneys from every 
other source whatsoever except as otherwise provided by law. 

STATE AGENCIES — All moneys collected under the taws of the State of Florida from taxes, licenses, 
fees, and charges levied and collected for the operation of regulatory boards, commissions, or other similar 
agencies or for a specific purpose of such agency. 

GENERAL INSPECTION — All moneys collected from licenses, fees, and charges for inspection and 
regulation from all sources collected by or through the department of agriculture. 

STATE ROAD — All revenue collected under the laws of the State of Florida and all moneys received 
from the Federal Government for road purposes and any other funds received under the authority of law 
for the construction and maintenance of state roads. 



TRUST — All funds coming to the State from every source whatsoever of a trust nature, to be properly 
accounted for and held in trust until disbursed as provided in the biennial appropriation bill or as provided 
in the trust provisions under which such moneys are received. 

All of aforesaid moneys are deposited into the State Treasury and disbursed therefrom only on Comp- 
trollers Warrant unless otherwise provided by law (as ex -officio funds of the Board of Administration, etc.) 

Moneys accruing to the General Revenue Fund are subject to disbursement only by authorisation of a 
legislative Biennial Appropriation Act (Chapter 26859, 1951) or other special Legislative acts. Unless 
specifically provided in the Appropriation Act, moneys disbursed from the remaining four funds are ex- 
pended under other specific provisions of law. 

In accordance with Chapter 216, Florida Statutes, unless otherwise provided by law the disbursement 
of moneys from all five funds is also subject to the approval of the State Budget Commission. The State 
Budget Commission is composed of the Governor and six Cabinet members. 

Schedule 1 of Exhibit B of the following report is a statement of receipts deposited into the State Treasury 
by fund, department and source for the fiscal year ended June 30, 1953. Likewise, Schedule 1 of Exhibit E 
is a statement of disbursements by function, department, appropriation, and account for the same period. 

Also included in this report is a 10-year comparison of receipts and disbursements for the period begin- 
ning July 1, 1943, and ending June 30, 1953. In addition, there are included statements of receipts of major 
sources of revenue, statements of State and Federal aid to counties and cities, statement of investments, etc.
